Srhool Problems of Comorrom 


We must clearly realize that the school and its responsibilities center in 
creating a life for the pupils that will be more closely akin to life outside of 
school. 


Our complicated social structure has created a longer period of youth by 
increasing the amount of learned equipment necessary to meet successfully the 
problems of the day. Therefore we must bridge the gap which has developed 
between school life and social relationships which the pupils must experience 
when school life is over. 


The apparent remedy is to enrich the curriculum, improve the scientific 
application of the laws of learning, realize that school life must be a fuller life 
leading on without a break. A continuous process of activity leading to fur- 
ther activity in ever widening circles of effectiveness. 


Our problem has been to give to all the pupils the experience of the race 
in equal quantities and with equal speed, without regard to their ability or 
special aptitudes. The intelligence and accomplishment test have improved our 
knowledge in regard to the possible objective attainable. 


The curriculum has been over-loaded; therefore, we should eliminate all 
un-essential material facts and skills, improve the content and facilities to make 
provisions for individual differences. Pupils should have increased opportuni- 
ties for first hand experience, an active and vital participation in school 
work. 

The school must blanket the immense variety of specific reactions, habits, 
dispositions and powers of human nature and social inheritance. Then, fit 
them with associated life, its common interests and aims. We should provide 
for specialization within general education to conform to the wide range of 
intellectual capacity and to the vocational requirements of the students.
